DETAILED ACTION 

The instant application 10/590,794 is presented for examination by the examiner. 
Claims 1-23 are pending. 

Response to Amendment 

The present claim amendments overcome the previous 101 and 112 rejections 
as specified in the Final Rejection filed 12/30/09. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant has responded to the Office's request for information under 37 CFR 

1.105. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Each of the independent claims provide a novel manner in which two factors are 
multiplied together to generate part of a cryptographic value. 

As per claim 1 , the prior art is silent is teaching or suggesting "obtaining a 
plurality (n) of successive binary versions of the first factor by shifting said first factor in 
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accordance with the positions of the bits set to 1 of the second factor; carrying out the at 
least one multiplication operation by assembling said n successive binary versions of 
the first factor to produce said at least a part of the cryptographic value" in combination 
with all of the other limitations. 

As per claim 17, the prior art is silent is teaching or suggesting "at least a part of 
a cryptographic value (y) comprises a result of the multiplication between the first and 
second factors,... assembling a plurality (n) of successive binary versions of the first 
factor, wherein said n successive binary versions are obtained by shifting said first 
factor in accordance with the positions of the bits set to 1 of the second factor" in 
combination with all of the other limitations.

Claims 1-23 are allowed.
